And is it poſſible that Chriſtians can fink below the 
Honour and Honeſty of Fews and Heathens in this 
point? Would a Zeathen adventure his life in the 
moſt threatning dangers to defend his Country ? And 
can any Chriltian be ſo. baſe, as to hazzard his life 
to Betray his Country? Alas! any but Erg/;/b-men 
may. well make a doubt of this. And hint all the 
World may well ſtand amazed at our Coldneſs in our 
neceſſary Vindication of all that can be accounted 
Dear.to_ us. But'above all, they that have felt the 
French Barbarityes, muſt needs wonder at the prin- 
Ciples «hd Praiſes of thoſe people who can find in 
their hearts to befriend the Deſignes of ſuch an 
Enemy. 

Tt. 15 indeed, the moſt unnatural betraying of the 
Eſſehtial Tntereſts of our Country, that makes a Diſ- 
courſe of this Nature ſeaſonable: which one would 
hardly believe, { were it only for the Honour of our 
Nation, and humane Nature) did we not know it by 
too fad and coſtly experience.. In truth, this degenerate 
ago'abounds with monſters of Sin'of all kinds: men 
are monſtrous in their ſins againſt God, by bold and 
pleading Atheiſm : againſt their own Souls by dread- 
ful imprecations of Damnation : and againſt their own 
Country, not only by Treachery and Correſpondence 
with its fatal Enemies, but even. by offering earneſt 
Prayers and Vows for their Succeſſes; and diſcover- 
ing 2Orinning Curſed Laughter at the loſſes of their 
own Nation. An Affront which no Government in 
the world has lefs deſerved by any Severities to _ 
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than this, and none upon earth but this, would bear 
at their Hands. | 
I ſhall therefore in oppoſition to the common per- 
fidiouſnels to the Intereſts of our Country, and their! 
own in the end ( notwithſtanding all their chimeri- 
cal fancies'to the contrary ) endeavor to aſlert theſe 
two Poſitions. eeoedad | 
Fir#, "That we are bound by the Laws of God: and 
Nature to advance the Intereſts of our Church and: 
Nation: -or, as the Text expreſles it, to. pray for the 
publick Peace, and ſeek the common Good. | 
Secondly, That ho "peer, or particular Reſpects 
can take off this double obligation... .,;_--+\ 14 + +. 
I. Poſ. That we are bound by. the: Laws of God. 
and Nature to pray for 'the publick Peace and ſeek 
the common Good. Indeed, the genuine Laws of Na- 
ture are the moſt univerſal and indelible Laws of our 
Creator. And amongſt theſe, there are none. more 
deeply. impreſt than thoſe of Self-love, and a Deſire 
of 'Self-preſervation : which ever make the feebleſt 
and fearfullteſt Creatures put themſelves out ( 4d ex- 
zremim Firium) even beyond their uſual ſtrength. 
Now, if I would" prefer ve my.;being, I muſt, have, a 
place, to firbſift” in, And''meanis of Subſiſtence, And 
this will put us on the« defence of our Native Land, 
to whoſe common Comforts we have a natural Right, 
and it a Right to our continual aſſiſtance. And the 
crater Eaſe, Liberty, and Safety, I enjoy in my own 
Countryz my Love and Concern for the Defence 
of it againſt' its Enemies, muſt in reaſon proporti- 
onably increaſe. If I am: born a Free-man, I may 
jaſily withſtand ſuch as come to load me with Cs. 
a Reaſon 
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Reaſon: will ſoon agree with that- advice of the Holy 
Scripture, x Cor. 7.21. J1f thou mayeſt be free, chooſe 
#t rather, than to live a Bond-ſlave. þ 

So then, : the: Love of my Country -.is as natural 
as Self-love, and'this- as natural as: our Breath, or 
Pulſe. And all ſober Heathens have ever been true 
to this Principle:of Nature: infomuch, that we' hard- 
ly-find; any: Maxime fo Celebrated amongſt them. as

When it was told the Romans. by: their A4ugures, 


that their State- would never flouriſh, till ſome Ro- 


mgn of Noble Blood leapt into the- great Chaſm at 
Rome: with what Chearfulneſs :and Bravery did 'the 
Noble. Cartius mount: his Steed and leap down 'the- 


precipice! When. Atrilius Regulus was taken Priſos 
ner-by the publick Enemy, and by them permitted 
to return'to' Rome upon his parole of Honour: and 
there perceiv'd that the State could not condeſcend 
to their demands for His Ranfome' without their preju- 
dice; He not only diſſwaded the Senate from procu- 
ring his Liberty at ſuch a Rate, but ſecretly went 
ns  offerd himſelf to his Enemies, and there under- 
went a moſt painful and lingering Death, rather than 
eps pr of. any detriment to his Country by 
-— Life. | 

And theſe 1lluſtrious Inſtances of Zeal for the com- 
mon Good were not ſo much gazed at in _ 
0ayes 
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dayes (as we do' now, in the Hiſtory of them) be- 
cauſe they were then common, and every Body.thought 
irtheir bounden Duty. -For their: uſual diſcourſe was, 
Nemo fibi naſeitur, Partem Patria,' partem. 'Paremtes, 
partem Amicz poſtulant. That is, None” of us is born 
for himſelf; Our Country and our Parents,and Friends, 
may ſo duly challenge'a part of us, that we cannot 
look on our ſelves'as at our own diſpoſal,” but as- 
conſecrated, to the. common . Good. 'So that theſe 
honeſt Heathens following the Light of Nature, and 
the Pſalmiſt in the text guided by. revelation, fol- 
lowed the fame Leader, that is God; and in Obedi- 
ence'to the King of :Nations, .they pray?d for, fought 
for, and dy'd for their Country.—— For my Brethren 
and Companions fake,: 1 will ſay'( that is, I will pray ) 
that, Peace |( that is, all manner of Bleſſings.) -ma 
be within thee, O- my; deſtrabſe Country. - Peace:

Yet further, there is in men a ſort of natural ten- 
derneſs for the Reft of the bones and duſt of their 
deceaſed Anceſtors. How can I chooſe bur be fad, 
fayd Nebemia, when the Place of my Fathers Sepul- 
chres lyeth waſte 2 Neh. 2. 3. There is alſo a natural. 
Love-to our Pofterity, which is very. forcible. And 
nothing can touch a Parents Heart, with .more hox- 
ror: and' Regrer, than to behold the ſymptoms of the 
Miſeries of their Poſterity. 

And Chriſtianity Cheriſhes and Enforces all theſe 
honeſt Inſtints of Nature. For our blefled. Saviour 
came not to deſtroy theſe Laws, but. to. perfect: and 
ſublimate'them. And-his Goſpel declares, thoſe worſe 
than Infidels, that provide not for thoſe of their own 
Houſe, 1 Tim. 5- 8.. So that we have Super-abun- 
_ obligations to be fathful to our Countries Inte- 
Now, without all controverfie, we have manifeſt 
reaſon to expect the greateſt Violences in all theſe 
reſpeQs from our Enemies of France, if they prevail - 
over us, which God of his infinite goodneſs avert. 
They waſte with Fire and Sword the moſt Famous 
and Antient Cities, and their Inhabitants: As in the 
Palatinate and other Countries. They pull the very 
bones of Princes out of their Sepulchres, and will not 
ſaffer their Duſt to reſt : As in the Caſe of the Eleo- 
ral' Princes buryed at Hyde/berg. They take little 
Children from their natural Parents to breed them up- 
in their own Superſtitions: as they have dealt by ma- 
ny Proteſtant Families in Fravce. So that there can 
hardly be imagined any Plague ſo univerſally calami- 
OUS 
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tous to' the preſent and ſucceding Ages, as a French 
Conqueſt wonld be: nor_.can people act more in- 
hamanly and unchriſtianly than in helping on ſuch 
SUlmy? Ho: 

And this barbarity of deſerting and betraying our 
Country will be further aggravated, if we confider : 
'That as the undutifulneſs of a_ child to a. Parent, is 
mightily blacken'd by the Conſideration of the extra-
